Urban Core
Hearings
The two and a half year-long
planning effort to craft new land
use and development
regulations for Northwest Chula
Vista is moving through a series
of public hearings that got
underway September 25 at a
meeting of the Design Review

Committee. The Urban Core Specific Plan will provide new development
standards and design guidelines for both private and public development
within approximately 1,700 acres of land in the northwest area of the
City. On October 11, the document goes before the Planning Commission,
and later in the month it will be presented at a joint meeting of the
Chula Vista Redevelopment Corporation, Redevelopment Agency and
City Council. In addition, the City Council will be asked to certify the
Environmental Impact Report that accompanies the plan.

The Graffiti Removal Color Matching Van and its

the right shade of paint to blend with the original color
of any surface. The effect is a seamless surface with
no telltale signs of graffiti. The van is the first of its
kind in the region.
